- “Science is creating o new vision 

of thd universe, writes a Scientific 

correspondent of the Manchester 
“ardian. The old vision dated: 


H+ drom-the:time.of Descartes, the. in-. 


ventor of co-ordinate geometry,” 
and the’ medieval and classical 
visions (Milton’s) from’, before 
then.. In Milton’s cosmology 
small -comparatively — civilised 


}\ universe was circled round about 


by “Chaos and Old Night” the 
 Tavention~of~Descarted’s-co-ordin~ 
ate axes caused the. kingdoms of 
“Chaos: and Old Night” to be! 
prospected and. colonised, the 
native’ potentates suddenly being 
relieved of their sceptres in the 
name of geometry and order. 
The idea of co-ordinate geometry 
is quite simple. If you have ao 
framework of three: straight lines, 
like the edges’ at the corner of a’ 
box, fixed in space, then the- posi- 
tion ‘of any. point in space is 
pe ow ‘its distances 
from the three‘ straight lines, just 
as you know the.position of a bub- 
ble in'a soap box if you know the 
distances of the bubble. from three 
sides forming a corner of the box. 
The three co-ordinate lines.can be. 
pushed out: into the’ most remote 
corners of the universe, like’ Roman 
roads into a ‘barbarian land. So 
long as straight lines bebave as 
Euclid’ and .we were accustomed to 
suppose, there is no reason why the 
lines should not continue towards 
infinity.: Ag the universe seemed 
necessarily to stretch beyond the 
co-ordinate, lines, and" be bigger 
any apparatus .of the 
imagination, it seemed i 
natural fo suppose 
universe’ is infinite. 
“Prospecting Space. 
During the. last fifty years it-has 
become clear that the universe can- 
not be surveyed perfectly’ exactly 
by so simple a means aa three lines 
at ‘right ,angles to each other, 
neglecting time altogether, In the 
last'.analysis; space and time can- 


not be separated in the study ‘of }- 


the position of. things: in the 
“universe, though’ one would havo 
thought that ‘the position of & 
thing in the universe was purely 
a matter, of space and had: nothing 
to do with time. Consequently, ‘it 
has. been‘ necessary 
system of space-time co-ordinates 
for the purpose of. prospecting the 
universe. Unlike the purely space 
co-ordinates of Descartes, these 
space-time co-ordinates lead to the 
discovery that the .universe . is 
finite. According to, Hubble, the 
volume of the universe is about

_ He told his Bie that the in- 
tensive Propaganda now carried on 

against’the White Scourge, with its 
vast expenditure ‘of money, the es. 
tabNshment of sanateria all over 
the country, and the host of officials 
that had ‘come into being, was pro- 
ducing" results. inferior to those 
obtained 50, 100, and 900 years ago, 
when modern methods were ‘un- 
known. 

Dr. Kennedy said that lately the 
country had had a surfeit of tuber- 
culosis mortality, and it appeared 
to be taken for granted that’ the’ 
reduction was. a direct result of the 
campaign against the disease: ©:
